IR Fohn Fal/taff, was born at Potten in Bed- 
fordſhire; but having a very ſmall Fortune to 
ſupport his Extravagancies, detook himſelf to the 
Highways; and although Shakeſpear, to embelliſh 
his Play of Henry the Fourth, repreſents him as a 
very great Coward, all Hiſtorians agree, he was a

Wilmot Eiq, born at Ipſwich, in the County 
of Seffolk, whoſe Father dying left him in Poſſeſſion 
of about Six hundred Pounds a Year, which he ſoon 
ſpent in Debauchery, upon mere Jilts, which never 
love him. He could ſpeak the French, Dutch, 


Hpaniſb, and Italian Tongues very well: But after 


he had ruined himſelf by being one of Cupid's No- 
vices, he had no other Way left but going on the 
Highway, where his Preſumption was fo great, that 


he would often rob two or three together by himſelf. 


Meeting one time a Gentleman between Chelmsford 
and Colcbeſter, he bid him ſtand and deliver: Who 
anſwering he had no Money» Tom made him ſtand 
the Search, when finding nothing, he took his Conn, 
an 
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and riding along he heard ſomething jingle in, his 
Pocket, when ſearching he found 18 Guineas and a 
Crown Piece, in a Steel Tobacco-Box. 
time he robbed three Gentlewomen between Dark- 
ing in Surrey and Petworch in Saſſeæ, of 801. but 
ſeeirg a Diamond Ring, on one of their Fingers, 
and it not comfng off eaſy, he cut off her Finger, 
ſwearing, that ſince that ſex had ruined him, he 
would ſpare none of them, | 

By this time Wilmot was become fo great aRepro- 
bate, that he had an Averſion to every thing that was 
good, who meeting one Day with Mrs. Blood, in 
the Lincoln ſtage-Coach, ſhe begg'd of him to be ci- 
vil, to whom he replied, As the Falſebood of Women 
has Been the Cauſe of my Misfortune, you being one of 
that perfidious Sew, muſt expect no Favour at my 
Hands, therefore deliver preſently, or elſe, Madam 
Blood, there will come Blood of it indeed, who of.

After this, Dudley meeting with Capt. Riebard- 
ſon, the Keeper of Newgate, betwixt London and 
Tunbridge, in whoſe Churches he had been three or 
four times; he commanded him to ſtand and deli- 
ver: upon which Richardſon begun to threaten him 
whom he told, he expected no Favour from his 
Hands, charging him to make no Words about his 
Money, for have it he would, or his Life, which 
Word made Capt. Rzchard/on ſubmit, ſo he rid 
home betwixt Dudley and the Waters, as well 
purg'd as a Man ccuia deſire. 

This daring Robber committed ſeveral robberies 
along with Swiftneck, before the King made the 
latter a Captain in Jre/andzwhere he married a great 
Fortune, and lived afterwards very honeſtly. 

But at laſt England was too hot for Dudley, who 
robbing General Monk, he order'd ſtrict Search to 
be made after him, upon which he was forc'd to 
fly into France, from whence going to Rome he was 
reduced to very great Neceſlities: where wearing 
the Habit of a Pz/g:im, and pretending he came 
ſrom viſiting the Sepulchre at FJeruſalem, he deſit'd 
to be admitted to the Pope for his Benediction, but 
truly, to get Money out of him, which he ufually 
gave Pilgrims coming from that Holy Place : Now 
Dudley heing told by a Cardinal that he could have 
no Admiflion, unleſs he had brought ſome Reliques 
from thence, he an{wer'd, he had one at his Lodg- 


ing: Upon which a ſtrange Whim came into his 


Head, for hearing that an ole tat Hoſteſs, who was 
lately hang'd for p)yſoning one of her Gueſts, had 
been delivered for an Matomy, he procured the 
hairy Circle ot her Mertin, from a Surgeon's Man 
tor half a Crown, which he combed out, and then 
told the Cardinal, be had got St. Peter's Beard, 
which chſt him a great deal of Money, the Cardi- 
al admiring the Religae, and kiſling it, ſaid, It 18

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worth a Kingdom, who introducing him preſently 
to Ins Holineſs with great Joy, told him, He had 
got St, Peter's Skull already, but never heard his 
Beard was preſerved ; to which Dudley gave ſuch.

then fell down and worſhipped the Merkin, and put 


it up in the Repoſitory of Rarities, to be adored by 


ſuperſtitious Votaries; giving D«4/ey 100 Ducats, 
who fearing. the Cheat might be diſcovered, left 
Rome, and travelled to Spain, where he imbarked 
on board an Fng/li/5 Ship for England, out of 


which he had been Two Years.

William Neviſſon, a Murderer and 
| _ Highwayman. 


A Arts and Sciences improve; ſo doth Villany, 
as we plainly find in the Life of William Ne- 
viſ/on, born at Pomfret in Yorkſhire, in the Year 
1639» of wealthy and honeſt Parents, who kept him 
to School till about 14, where he behaved himſelt 
very orderly. But ſtealing a Silver Spoon from his 
Father, he had him whipt by his Maſter, ſor which 
he ſwore Revenge, let the Ryent be what it would, 
and accordingly he fir{t picked his Father's Pocket 
of his Keys, and then his Cloſet of Money; and 
conſidering his Mafter had a good Horſes he bor- 
rowed him, and fo was horſed without his Matter's 
bidding; and becauſe his Maſter drew Blood of- his 
Poſteriots, he no ſooner got to London, but he cut 
the Horje's Throat to make him Amends. 

When he came to London, he chang'd his Name 
and his Habit, and went to Service at a Brewer's, 
where he behaved himſelf pretty well for two or 
three Years, till he found an Opportunity to play the 
old Game over again; which he eaſily did, by the 
Negligence. of his Maſter's Caſhier, who being in 
1.1quor one Night, fell aſleep in the Counting houſe 
which the Foungſter obſerving, ſtripped him of all 

's Cath, amounting to about 200 Pounds, and ſo

with a Burgber's Daughter, whom he perſwaded

Hands of others, who by Favour or Misfortune, 
might at length be drawn in to accuſe him. One 
Day ranging about to feek whom he might deyour, 
he met with two Countrymen, who adviſed him 
not to go forward, for they met three Highwaymen, 
who about half a Mile off had robbed them of 407. 
upon which, N-v:/jo2 bid 'em come back along with 
him, and his Life to a Farthing, he'd ſoon make” 
em return their Money again; who rid along with“ 
him till they had fight of the three Highwaymen;. 
when he ordered them to ſtay behind, whilſt he 
went up, and talk'd with them, ſaying, Sir, by your” 
Garb, and Colour of your horſe, you ſhould be one 
of them I look after, and if fo, my Buſineſs is to tel! 
you, that you borrowed of two Friends of mine 
40 J. which you muſt refund: how, faith the High- 
waymen, 40 J. ſure the Fellow is mad? So mad, 
faith Veviſſon, that your Life muſt pay for it, if bu 
trifle, clapping a Piſtol to his Breaſt, ſwearing that” 
his Life was at his Mercy, if he did not deliver that

One time 
meeting with an Old Segugſtratur on the Road, he 
ſtopt his Coach, and demanded Part of the Money 
he had extorted from the poorW idows and Orphans, 
or elſe he ſwore, : Which. put the old Man in- 
to ſuch a Fright, that he readily offered 60 broad 
Pieces of Gold, if he would but ſpare his Liſe - 
But this not doing Neviſſon told him he muſt gang 
along with him on the Poſtilion's EHorie : which he 
defired the three Ladies in the Coach to ſpare for 
half an Hour: which very much againſt his Will 
he was fore'd to comply with, tearing every Minute 
he was to loſe his Life; but he ſaved it by drawing 
- a Bill upon a Goldimith for 500 IL. payable in Lon- 
don, which Neviſon receiv'd before the Sequeſtrator 
could ſend Orders to the contrary. + | 

In the Year 1661, having robb'd a rich Grazier 
of 450 L. he determined to go back to Pomfret and 
live honeftly with his Friends, which he did till 
aſter his Father's Death, and then returned to his 
old Courfes again, committing ſuch Robberies that 
made his Name a Terror to Pafſengers : infomuch 
that the Graziers and Carriers were forced to come 
down every Quarter, or elſe they were ſure to be 
ri fled for the Failure thereof. 

Committing ſome robberies in 8 he 
was there taken, and committed to the County Goal 
where he was narrowly watch'd, yet by a Stratagem 
he got clear: which was as followeth: Feigning 
Himſelf fick, he got leave for three or four Friends 
ro viſit him: one of them was a Phyſician, who 
gave out that he was ſick of a peſtilential Fever: 
and that unleſs he had more Air, he would inſect

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The Golden F armer, a Murderer and 
Highwayman, 


HE Golden Farmer was ſo called from his 
paying his Landlord always in Gold; but his 
true Name was William Davis, born at Wrexham 
in Derbyſtire; from whence in his Youth, he remo- 
ved to Sudbury in Glouceſterſhire, where he married 
the Daughter of a Rich Innkeeper, by whom he 
had Eighteen Children ; and continuing robbing on 
the Highways 42 Years, without any Suſpicion. 
One Day meeting three or ſour Stage Coaches going 
to Salisbury, he robb'd all in the firſt, but a Woman 
that was a Quaker, who poſitively denied that ſhe 
had any Money, upon wkich, he begg'd her Pardon, 
and ſaid he'd go and viſit the other Coaches, and 
then return, hoping to find her in a better Humour; 
which having done, he found his Vea and Nay Cu- 


ſtomer ſtill upon Denial; bet taking her out of the 
Coach, he ſaid, You canting B—cb, if you dally- 


with me at this rate, you will provoke my Spirit 


to be very rude with you; which ſofrighted the 
Quaker, that ſhe gave him a Purſe of Guineas, and 
ia they parted as good Friends as they met. | 
Another Time he met with the Dutcheſs of Al- 
marle, on Salisbury Plain, whom he found much

lihood. Yes, faith the Farmer, Thou art a great 
Enemy to Idleneſs, for in mending one Hole thou 
makeſt three : Come, open your Wallet, and let me 
" ſhare of your Profits. Which Words made the 
Tinker beg heartily, but all to no purpoſe ; for he 
took Seven Pounds out of his Budget.

Anotber Time, Will and his Brother meeting a 
handſome Girl upon the Road, Will pretending to 
court her in a very amorous Dialogue: but finding 
all in vain, he told her, his Buſineſs was her Money 
and that ſhe mutt and ſhould deliver: which the 
young Lady readily comply'd with, rather than be a 
Proſtitute to ſuch a Villain, and ſo gave him fifty 
Guineas, but he not content therewith, took from 
her alſo a Gold Watch, and a Pearl Necklace. 

When Bew frit turn'd Highwayman, he commit— 
ted a Rape and Robbery upon the Road, tor which 
he was forced to fly to Pari, where he went to 
Bed to one of the Strum-ets at a Bawdy-Houſe , 
but wanting a Chamber Pot, his Miſtreſs directed 
him to one upon a Chair in the Cloſet, where he 
was no ſooner enter'd, but aTrap-door let him down 
into a Vault, where he was all over Sir-revcrence : 
Upon which. he call'd for a Light, but no body came 
near him. I he Whore, in the mean time, running 
away with his Breeches, in which were about 100 
Piſtols. Getting out, at length by himſelf into the 
Street, he made a Noiſe at the Door, but all-in m_ 
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ſor no body would let him in; upon which, he 
made the beſt of his Way to his Lodging, but ſeeing 
two Men coming by, whom he thought to be the 
Watch, he ſtept aſide, till they were paſt him. 
but they happening to come to hide their Inſtr. 
ments, eſpying Be in a Corner, afendexed how he 
came in that condition, who teig hem the whole 
matter, they ſeemed to pity his Condition, ay. 
ing, F be would joyn with them, he ſhould ſoon 
repair bis Loſſes : Bew imagining that he could not 
be in a worſe Condition, reſolv'd to undertake it, be 
it what it will.

Shirt ſmelling ſo ſtrong, they agreed to let him down 
into a Well to waſh himſelf, and faſtening the Rope 
about the Middle, they let him down, when the 
Watch coming to draw Water, they ran away 
and the Watch drawing up Will, were ſo terribly 
atfrighted, that they fled away, leaving their Stave: 
behind them. But Will being got out, followed his 
Comrades tothe Church, who obliged him to enter 
or elſe they ſwore they'd kill him : upon which, he 
went down, and gave them all the rich Garments 
with the Croſs and Mitre, but kept the Ring him- 
ſelf: which provoked the Fellows to let down the 
Stone upon * Tomb, and leave him there buried 
alive.

Oꝛd Mob, had not been long a Collector of the 
King's Highway, before he met with Sir Bartho- 
lomew Shower betwixt Honiton and Exeter, who 
having no? Money enough about him to ſatisfy this 
unſatiable Robber, he compelled him to give him a 
Bill upon a Goldſmith at Exeter for 1507. and hav- 
ing gagg'd and bound him, he rid Poſt to Exeter to 
receive the Money; which being done, he came 
back, and told Sir Barthu/omew, he had brought a 
Habeas Corpus to remove him; and ſo untying him 
made him pad it along to Exeter on foot, which is 
about three Miles. , 

Another time, meeting with a Proctor who had 
formerly excommunicated him for calling a Woman 
Whore ; he bid him ſtand and deliver, or he would 
have no more Mercy on him, than he had upon Peo- 
ples Souls, that came under his Clutches. TheProc- 
tor conteſted as hard for his Money as he did for his 
Client; but Od Bob being too hard for him, took 
his fine Embroidered Purſe, and Fiftcen Guineas in 
it. The Proctor begged hard for his Purſe, becauſe 
it was given him by a Friend, but Old Mob ſwore 
he would have both, or elſe he would have his Liſe, 
to which the Proctor was forced to ſubmit, 
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One time, Old M. overraking Gadbury the A. 
ſtrologer, on the Road betwixt Wincheſter and Lon- 
don, he ſaluted bim with his old Compliment of 
Stand and Deliver; which made Gadbary beg and 
pray, and plead Poverty; to whom Old Mob re- 


. plied, Yow lying Son of a Whore, how can you be 


Poor, Who hold twelve Houſes by Leaſe, and pay 
them yearly Rent of your Time and Study, and let 
them out again at yearly Rent to the Statrom-rs 
Company per Annum; No, no, plead no ch thing 
to me: Deliver, or this Piſtol ſhall prove as fatal to 


vou, as that raging Star which threatens our Cli- 


mate with Death and Diſeaſes in the Dog-days. 
Which Words ſeemed more terrible to Gadbary than 
a Blazing Star, and put him into luch a Frig t, that 


he delivered his Money without conſulting the Pla- 
nets whether it was lacky to do fo ; but withal told 
him, that Highwaymen were like Lotteries ; a 
Man may draw twenty before he could find one fit to 


hang; To which Old Mob very mannerly enſwer- 
ed, That he ought to give the Loſer leave to ſpeak,

. » Juſt after, meeting with a Stage Coach going to 


the Bath, with only one Gentlewomar in it; ſhe

D==n you, 
quoth Mob, Is the Loſs of your Husband any Argu- 
ment that I mult loſe my Booty? Come, come, de- 
liver quietly » the End of a Woman's Husband be- 
gins in Tears, and the End of her Tears is another 
Husband. Upon which, the Gentlewoman gave 
him about 50 = nay which he took without ma- 
king many Words. Seeing Cornelius a Till orn ri- 
ding that way, to whom, after paying the uſual 
Compliment, he told him, As he got Money eafy, 
he hoped he would not make many Words. 
Lightly come, lightly go. Which Poll working ve- 
ry hard with the Doctor, Old Mob ſaid, You double 
refined Son of a Whore, who Kill more than the 
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Plague, make haſte and deliver, or you ſhall find, 
that tho? your Orvietan can expel Poylon, it is no 
Proof againſt Gunpowder.

many Robberies, for which he was tried thrice at 
tf, Gloncefter, Worceſter, and Winchejt:r. but acquit- 
| ted. At the laſt of which Places, a Gentlewoman of 
a Fortune of 1500 Pounds, fell in Love with him, 
and married him; which he ſpent in leſs than two 
Years, and then took to his evil Courſes again. 
When one time meeting with Kz/legrew the Jefter 
betwixt Somerton and Sbipton Mallet, he command- 
ed him to ſtand and deliver; Killegrew asked him 
Whether he was in Jeſt or Earneſt ; Cox ſwore in 
' "Earneſt ; for though you live by Jeſting, I can't; 
and then taking from him 25 Guineas, he rid away. 
Another time Cox and his Companions, meeting a 
Perſon of Quality, betwixt London and St. .{bans, 
bid them ſtand; but the Servants making a ſtout te- 
fiſtance many Wounds were received on both Sides; 
but the Rogues getting the better; Cox demanded 
his Money ; to which'the Lord replied, That it was 
an ill way of Living, and not at all agreeable to 
Scripture : Quoth Cox, I ſulfil the Scripture better 
than you; for I feed the Poor, and ſend the rich 
empty away.

One time, Cox meeting with Mr. Hitec hoc of 
Ne Inn, betwixt Midburſt and Petwortb, in Saß 
ſex, he commanded him to ſtand and deliver; but 
the Lawyer begg'd and prayed that he would 
have Compaſſion. Ay, faith Cox, as much as you 
have of your Clients; deliver quickly, or this 
Piſtol ſhall gave your Nerzetus eff ; which Words 
frightning the Lawyer, he gave him 350 Guineas ;

When he awaked, the old 
Bad ſeem'd to threated to ſend him to Goal for 
N cheating her, which made poor vi look very ſim-

and ſaid he would lend him as much Money as he

Upoa which, Bau, ſhifted his Quarters, and re- 
ſided about Lorrzs, where meeting one Dey witkr 
General Ingoldily, he con.manded him to ſtand and 
deliver; who retuſing to obey his Orders, an En- 
gagement began herwixt them, wherein the General 
having his Horſe ſhot under him, and the Groom 
kill'd, Barf took Eighty Guineas, and a Diamond 
Ring, and a Gold Watch from him, and rid away. 

By this Time he was become ſo notorious, that a 
Reward of 500 Pounds, by Preclamation, was of- 
ter'd to take him, which encourag'd ſeveral People 
to look out in Parties for him: Which he having 
Notice of and meeting nine or ten of them?ſingle, 
he drove em into a Barn, and then ſetting Fire to 
it; burnt them all to Aſhes. 

After this he fled to Donagbad:y, a Sea-port in 
the. North of Ireland, where he took Shipping, 
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and landed at Port Patrick in Scotland, where meet- 
ing with a handſome Landlady, he gave Occaſion to 
her Husband to be jealous, who in Revenge ſeized 
him, and ſent him over to Teland again, who was 
brought pinion'd through all the County of Dablis, 
and committed there to Newgate 3 ſhortly after, he 
was Tried and condemned. When under Condem- 
nation, he cffer'd Five Thouſand Pounds to ſave his 
Life, but the Government were not to be bribed ; 
die he muſt, and hanged he was at Dublin, on Fri- 
day the 15th of May 1102, aged 29 Years, and then 
hang'd in Chains, on the Mount of Barnſinoor, in 
the Province of Ui/er. | |

ACK Withers was born at Litchfield in Staf- 
Fordſbire, and ſerv'd an Apprenticeſhip to his 
ather, who was a Butcher. But when his Time 


Was out, be came to London, and ſoon got into a

into Newgate, from whence he was ſent into Flan- 


"ders for a Soldier, where going to a Church at 
bent, and ſeeing the People caſt Money into a Box 
under the Virgin Mary, it made his Fingers itch to 


be doing; but being detected in the Attempt, he 


was drapg'd before a Cardinr}, who call'd him all 
the ſacrilegious Villains in the World; at which 


Jack. begging his Eminence to hear him, told him, 


That being brought up a Heretick, as he was at 


Prayers, the Virgin Mary told him, If he would 


turn Catko/r:k, and be her Votary, he ſhould never 


Want, pointing to him to ſupply his Neceſſities out of

And being in Love with one Pat 
King a noted Strumpet, he feared nothing to ſupport 
her in her Pride. At length becoming ſo abomina- 
bly audacious that every Fact he committed he 
ventur'd Neck or Nerhicg.

JAMES BUTLER, 4 Murderer and Higb-

"Ames Butler was born at Kilkenny in Jreland, 
who firſt liſted himfel: in my Lord Galway's 
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Regiment, and then deſerted to the Spaniards: But 
not liking a Soldier's Life long, he alſo gave the 
Spantards the Go-by ; travelling into Andaluſia, 
where he ſet up for a Mountebank, eaſing every bo- 
dy of troubleſome Wives, if they brought them to 
him: And fo far exceeding our famous Doctor 
Thornh111, that he offered to be his Merry- Andrew 
if he would teach him his Ji Aſſurance ; but be- 
ing ſoon diſcovered, he went to Venice, where he 
ſet up for a Conjurer; which not anſwering, he 
Joined with a Company of Banditties, where meet- 
ing with a fat luſty Frier Mendicant, they robbed 
him of 20,000 /. which he was going to carry to 
Modena, for the late King F.mess Queen; But not 
having his Proportion of the Booty, he left them, 
and went to Florence; where going to ſee a Man ex- 
ecuted, he fingled out a young Gentleman, with 
whom having ſome Confabulation, he ſaid The Man 


avas a Fool to ſuffer himſelf to be taken, At which 
Words, the Gentleman finding him to be a Man of 


Reſolution, carried kim to a Tavern, and offered 
him 500 Pieces of Gold, to murder an Uncle of his, 
that he might enjoy the Eſtate, whereupon Batler 
goes to one of the Banditti, and agreed with him 
concerning the manner of the Murder ; who going 
with him at 11 o'Clock at Night to the old Man's 


Houſe, they murdered him. Which done, they 


received the Money, and then mutthered the young 

Man, for fear he ſhould diſcover him, and for the 

ſame Reaſon, he kiiled the Banditti afterwards. 
Having thus committed three Murders, he flies to 


Paris, and got into Cartouche's Gang, where ha- 


ving Notice of a young Gentleman of Champagne, 


who came to Paris on no purpoſe tor his Studies, he 
accoſted him, pretending to be a Scholar alſo, and 
then taking him to the College of Navarre, in the 
Walks he robbed him. But beginning to be too 
notorious in France, he vent into Holland, where 
near Rotterdam, overtaking a gentecl young Wo- 

man 
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man, he beguu to make Love to her; but ſhe ſeem- 
ing a little Coy at firſt, upon his further Applica- 


tion, agreed to pals for his Wife, and lie with him 


that Night, upon Promiſe not to meddle with her 
without her Conſent : which he ſwore he would 
not. So not being able to reach the Hague, tkey 
lay at an Inn upon the Road, where after Supper, 
the Lady retired with her Landlady into the Bed- 
Chamber, and left her pretended Husband to keep 
Company with the Hoft, who drank pretty nerrily 
together, the one for Joy of his expected Pleaſures, 
and the other for Sake of his ewn Intereſt : and af- 
terwards going to Bed, ke found his Miſtreſs, ac- 
cording to his own Heart's Deſire, with whom. he 
ſpent moſt pait of the Nzght in Carouſes and tweet 
Embraces, till at laſt, being Fatigu'd with theAbun- 


dance of her Love, and a little overwhelm'd with 


Wine, he fell aſleep : when his ſuppoſed Wife got 
up, and calling for her Husband's Portmanteau, un- 
der Pretence of taking ſome Linnen out of it, ſhe 
took out of it about 300 Pieces of God: and then 
ordering the Hoſtler to ſaddle her Husband's Horſe 
to pay a Viſit, ſhe rid away. When Butler awak'd 
he call'd up his Landlord, who told him, His La- 
*y was a very early Woman, for he wes rid out 
three or four Hours ago. And then looking into 
his Portmanteau, he found he was out-tricked, but

His Patents liv'd ve- 
ry comfortably in the World; and although they 
had not much Money to give him, yet they gave

with the Intereſt of ſome of their Teachers, to a 


_ Clerk's Place in an Office; where he had not been 


long, 
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long, before this Broken-hearted Covenanter ap. 
peared hare fac'd, and begun to inſinuate Lies and 
Scandals againſt his Seperzors ; which he not — 
able to make good, was ſhon order'd to be diſmif- 
ſed by the Lords of the Treaſury. This put him 
to his Shifts, (becauſe none of his Acquaintance, or 
even own Relations would look u.on him) to find 
out ways how he might advance himſelf in ſome 
other Parts, having loit himſelf irreparably in Los- 
dos: But having neither Money nor Friends to equip 
him for an Expedition, he ttougłt it better to have

him to try his Fortune once more at London, where,

Now as Phy{rians are ſaid ne- 
ver to be in a Condition to get their Bread, before 
they have loſt their Teeth to eat it with; fo Game- 
fers, for the Generality, before they come to be 
well verſed in the Art and Myſtery of Cheating, are 
firſt cheated of all they have themſelves. 

From hence it was that he took to thoſe Courſes 
which brought him to his ſnameſul End; for there 


is not a Gamipg Houle about Town, wherein Com- 


panions are not to be picked up, that will draw 
young Men into all manner of Extravagancies and 
Debaucheries. | 

At one of thoſe Gaming Tables it was, that he 
firſt became acquainted with thoſe two notarious 
Highwaymen _— and Linſey; the firſt execu- 


ted ſome time ſince, and the laſt by becoming an 


Evidence, tranſported for robbing a Waggon at 
She End of Gœſwell ſtreet, of 200 J. beſides Goods 
and Bills; which they eaſily have diſcaunted at 
Gaming Tables. | 
Being now initiated in the Art (as they call it) 
of ſurveying bis Majeſty's Roa, he made daily 


ſuch Improvements therein, by robbing ſometimes 
with his Companions, and at ether Times by him- 


ſelf, that he kept three 2 at a Livery Stable 
in Finsbury, and as many Miſtreſſes in and about 
the Hundreds, to eaſe the Fatigue of the Day, ſpent 


either in laying Wagers at Horſe Races, or robbing 


on the Highways. | 
Thus from being kept by others, the came to be a 


Keeper himſelf ; which pur him to many Shifts and 


Tricks, beſides Excurſions on the Highway ; and all 
little enough, having three lewd extravagant Wo- 
men to maintain, and a Servant in a Livery, and 
many Change of Cloaths, with which he appeared 
more like a Lord than a Highwayman. 

Once our fortunate Adventurer had a high run 


at Dice, by ſtripping a young Man of Quality of 


300 J. in Specie, which made him yet ſparkle more 


and more in the Eyes of both Sexes, eſpecially in a 
Lady 
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Lady of Quality's, who ee, him with looo . 
out of what had been advanced to her for private 
Service, by the late Directors: But Fortune doth 
not long continue her Smiles; ſor in the midſt of all 
his Gaiety, he was forced to diſappear, upon the 
News of Linſey's and Spriket's being ſeized for 
Robheries; in twoof which he had been concerned 
with them: however he tound a Way to ſtop Lim 
ſey's Mouth, who was become an Eviience, by 
ſending him 100 . by his Man Made, to maintain 
him in Priſon, and promiſing when he came out, 
100 J. more, which he punctually paid, by which 
for this time, he ſaved his Life, though Lenſe 
made an ample Confeſiion of all others, even of Bur- 
rough, his Boſom Friend, then mad in Bedlam. 
However, this narrow Eitape, made him reſolve to 
leave off the Road, now he had got 5500 7, Which 


he did for Seven or Eight Months, till he had loſt 


it all in the South Sca, which put him again u on 
his old Practices; not but that he acted with more 
Caution, for he would have now no Partner: But 
his Servant Wade, whom he thought (as it after 
prov'd) he might put his Life into his Hands; by 
the Advice ot a Change Broker, who had been an 
old ſucceſsiul Practitioner that Way himfelf, they 
reſolved upon robbing the Brifol Mails only; 
which Cbild was to do alone, and Have to put off 
the Bills; both of which were done fo ſucceſsfully 
in two Enterprizes, upon the Heels of one another, 
that they might have been Happy, if they had 
known when they had enough: But Fate had de- 
creed otherwiſe ; for while Child was living at 
Sali bury, under the Name of Kſquire Petre, in all 
the Splendor and Gatety of the World, Wade, upon 


the Diſcovery of a Letter, confeſs'd the whole Affair 


to the Maſter of the Poſt Office in London, WhO 
writ down immediately to the Poſt-Maſter of SLH 
bury, where Child lodg'd, and. ſecured him with- 
out any, or little Reſiſtance; upon which he was: 
committed to Sa/r5ury Priſon, where. his Behavi. 
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our was ſuch, as not only recommended him to the 
Prayers of all the Priſoners, (unto whom he was ve- 
ry liberal, ſevere] Debtors being diſcharged by 
him) but to the good Wiſhes of all Pertons, even 
ſome of the beſt Faſhion. who came to lee him. 
The Gentleman who was ſent by a Hab-as Cor- 
Fus, and a Guard, to bring him to London, was fo 
taken with his engaging Demeanour, as to cauſe his 
' Irons to be taken off, during his whole Journey ; 
and upon his Examination at the Poſt- Office, he 
was treated with the ſame Terderneſs; though it 
was reſolved to execute him, to deter others from 
the like evil Practices. In ſhort, the very Keepers 
of Newgate, were ſoftned into Compaſſion» till he 
| offered to elcap2 from thence in Womens Cloaths. 
And at length, when nothing could be found againſt 
im in Middleſex, that was Capital, after two Seſ- 
ſions, he was carried down to the Aſſizes at Ails- 
h bury, where, by the Evidence of his Man Wade, 
and the Pof-Boy, he was ſound guilty of Robbing 
the Bri/fol Mail, between S/cagh and Colebrookł, 
for which Fact, he received Sentence of Death from 
the Lord Chief Juſtice Prat, and afterwards to be 
hanged in Chains. And accordingly, on Tharſday 
the 8th of March, he was guarded from Ailesbary 
0 to Slowgh, in which Paſſage he was very liberal to 
all poor Objects of Charity; and at Night, en- 
auiring of the Miniſter, if there were any Poor in 
the Town, he left 207. for their Relief. The next 
Day, he was brought in a Coach with the Ordinary 
and Miniſter of the Town, to the Place of Execu-

he had to ſay, to a Friend to publiſh it, if he 
thought proper : Afterwards, the Executioner pull'd

A true Account of the ſeveral Robbe- 

tries committed by John Hawkins, and 

George Sympſon, lately Executed for 
Robbing the Briſtol Mails. 


HE next who made any Figure in the Road, 
Was one Fobs Hawkins, who had been an old 
Coliector upon the King's Highway, though a young 
Rogue, for he was not 30 Fears of Age, and had 
been off and on concerned wish ſeveial Gangs, 
and yet had the good Fortune never to be informed 
againſt, nor taken, although an additional Reward 

| i was 


— 
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Vas offered by Proclamation, of 100 J. for taking 


any Highwayman that ſhould commit any Robbery 
within five Miles of London, on account of the ma- 
ny Robberies committed by him and Wilſon, in the 
Streets and Rods leading thereunto, He was born 
at Stain; in Middleſex, (near which he was hanged 
in Chains for Robbing the Mails) of very houeſt 
but poor Parentage, who were obliged, by reaſon 
of the Meanneſs of their Circumſtances, and many 
Children, to put them to Service at 12 Years old, 
not being in a Capacity to keep him at School any 
longer than he had Jearnt to Read and Write: In 
which Employment he behaved himſelf very hand- 
ſomely in ſeveral Places, being a Perſon of a good 
Preſence, and pleaſant Convertation, which, tis to 


be feared led him to all his Misfortune ; for being 


Butler in a Knight's Family, he behaved himſelf fo 
well, being a Commendable Servant in his Aſpects 
that he gained the Love of every Body; which led 
him into too much Acquaintance,. who cauſed him 
to loſe his Service, after ſeveral Admonitions to no 
purpoſe. | 

Being now out of Buſineſs, he was preſently re- 
duced to very great Hardſhips, and had very little 
elſe to do, than to loyter away his Time at Gaming- 
Tables: Here he was accuſt'med every Night to 
gaze and wiſh, and now and then to get a Bit and 
Sup for his Pains ; amongſt whom, learning their 
way of Living, he at length thought himſelf as well. 
qualified to ſet up for himſelf as the beſt of them. 
Hs firſt Trial was upon Heul Heath, where he 
robbed the Paſſengers in a Coach, of about 11 
Pounds; which made him imagine it would never 
be Day with him, and that he had as fair a Chance 
to make his Fort une at NIC NI T, as the cun- 
n ing'ſt of em all: But alas! he had not as yet loft 
enough, to learn to get any thing tor himſelf; for 


that very Night, he tound himfelf in the fame Con- 


dition he was in the Day before, when he commit- 
ted the Robbery ; Which put him from time to time 
| upon 
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upon ſeveral other Shifts and Pranks, of the ſame 
nature; although what was 10% got, was ill ſpent ; 
for the ſame itch of Gaming ſtill remained in him, 
and mch about the ſame Succeſs : So true is thePro- 
verb, Th.t what is git ov:r the Devil's Back, is 
(pint owrr hrs 3-oulder : He finding many Difficul- 
ties in robbing alone, at length affociared himſelf 
«ith 13 fey, Cumme: d, Reevei, and Lenard, with 
whom te commer? 3 many RObberies on Bag/bot and 
Hagau, Heath , but never could keep any Money, 
the tal itch % Gaming ſtill being upon him, by 
which de was viteutimes put to his Shifts to bilk an 
Ordin ty for a Dinner, 

He had not followed this way of Living above 
tuo Years, before he was apprehended with Ho 


dridge, for endeavouring to reſeue Leonard, who 


was then a State Priſoner; but was luckily diicharg- 
ed upon Bail, in two or three Days, juſt after R-ev-s, 
Cummerford and Ryley, were ſeized at Gur/dfrd ; 
uon which the tæo former were executed, an! 


 Ryley, who became an Evrdenre, tranſported; and 


Lennard who was ſo hamper'd about the Preſton 
Rebellion, ſubmitted cy a I ranſportation ; by which 
Hawkins was left to himſelf, once more, and for 
ſome time applied himſelf, by theghelp of his Bro- 
ther, to live honeſty, by ſelling of Wine and Bran- 
dy ; but the Returns therein, not being ſo great or 


quick, as his old way of Robbing, he ſoon engaged 


himſelf in another Gang, ofwhich one Pococł being 
taken up, impeached the reſt. 
Hawkins not daring to appear where he was 


known, and having no more Money than Grace, re- 


ſolved once more to try his Fortune with his old 
Comiade Wooldridge, who being ſhot by Colonel 
Floyer, with two Slugs in his Thigh, languiſhed near 


a Month under the Cure, and then died, not with- 


out Suſpicion of being poiſoned by his Companion, 
for fear he ſhould tattle, the Surgeon having de- 
clared that Day the worſt was paſt with him, and 


ordered a ſtronger Watch upon him to prevent his 
| | Eſcape; 
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Eſeape; but N voi being now ſaſe, and moſt 
of his Companions hang'd, Hawkins appear'd more 
publickly, and joyn'd with his old Comrade right, 
who was juſt come out of a Salivation. The firſt 
Robbery they committed, was upon the Earl of Bur- 
lington, in Richmond-Lane, from hom they took 
20 1. two Gold Watches, and a Diamond Ring, 
Value 100 1. | 
But wanting a third Man, they drew M7//on in- 
to the Confederacy, who afterwards hang'd Haw- 
kins and Symp/on, with whom they robbed that 
Night Sir David Dalrymple by Winſtanley's Water 
Works, of about three Pounds, a Snuff Box, and a 
Pocket Book. 
The next Coach they robbed, was Mr. Hyd*'s 


of Fackrey, from whom they took 101. and 2 


Watch, and fo continued for a Month together, 
committing two or three Robberies every Nightin 
Town, er within five Miles of it. In the Time 
of the Bubbles, they robb'd one Coach in Chancery 
Lane, another the ſame Night in Lincoln's- Inn- 
Frelds, and in going eff, ttumbled upon my Lord 
Weſtmoreland, with three Footmen behind his 
Coach, whom they robbed, but with a great deal 
of Difficulty. f 

Theſe Robberies put them into ſo good a Conditi- 
on, that Hawkins and Wright were determined for 
Holland, and thought to leave Wilſon to try his 
Fortune at the Gaming Tables; but Wright going 
to fetch a Watch out of Pawn, was betrayed by one 
of his old Acquaintance to Fonatban Wild, and ſe- 
cur:d ; who being in Friſon with Hewkins's Bro- 
ther Vill, they made the beſt of their Way to Ox- 
ford, for fear of a Diſcovery: Where Hawkins and 
Wilſon defaced ſome Pictures in the Gallery, for 
which a poor Taylor, becauſe a i#hig, had like to 
have been whip'd, 

In a Month's Time, the Seſſions at the Old Bai- 
ey were ended, ard Hill. Hawkins was dilcharg'd, 
Pocock hang'd, and Wright reſerved in Priſon, till

Kingſton Aſſizes, whom they knew would never 
betray 'em: I en they returncd to London again; 
and after the two Brothers had been at Holland, to 
put off their ſtolen Gods, they went on in their old 


Way till Chrimas ; having all, by this Time, got 


Horſes of their own. One Night being elevated 
with Wine, they took a Ride to Ham/tead, re- 
| ſolving to rob the firk Coach they met, which 
happened to be to? hot for them to ſtand by; for 
one of the Gentlemen ſhot three Slugs in Hawkin's 
Shoulders, which made them bruſh off as faſt as 
they could. 
At laſt, it being very bad Weather, they could 
meet with no Booty, till their Horſes Heads were 
too big to come out of the Stable, which made em 
but without Succeſs; 
for the Coachman ſuſpecting them, drove away 
from them, and Vilſon, by ſhooting at one of the 
Horſes, wounded himſelf in the Hand, which 
made him think of retiring to his Mother in York- 
Sire; as he did, till Hawkins and Symſon, whom 
| Hawkins had pick'd up in the mean time, came 
and bullied him into the Gang again, ſwearing that 
his Brother impeach'd him, and all his Compani- 
ons: which was altogether falſe at that Time, al h) 
it proved true in a little Time after; for Vill. 
Hawkins being, taken by Sir Edward Lawrence's 


Servants, whom he and Butler Fox had robbed in 


the Huntington Coach, impeached every Body he 
knew of, but only Wright ani Fox (a pobr Man, 
whom he drew into two Robberies only to ſave 
his own Neck upon Occaſion) were taken: This 
is that Wrigbt who was acquitted at King fon AI 
ſizes, and had ever aſter followed an honeſt Em- 
ployment, but was hanged upon Hawkis's Infor- 
mation, ſor a Robbery done upon Mr. Towers, two 
Years before: An1 that Butler Fox, who was a 
Perter in Milk Street had a Wiſe and three Chil- 
dren, who being acquitted at the OId Bailey, of 
the two Robberies he was guilty of, was _ 
” wards 
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wards. tried arid condemned at Croyden, upon the 
Oath of Will. Hawkins, that they two had robbed 
Colonel Archibald Hamilton, which was utterly 
falſe ; for it was done by his Brother Jack and 
Symp/ſon, All this while Jack hawkins, Symſon 
and Wilſon, plaid leaſt in fight, and their Rendez- 
vous was moſtly at London Wall, who was Privy, 
and in ſome Meaſure, a Confederate with them, in 
all their Roguery. One Morning they robbed the 
Crrenceft:r, Worceſter, Glouceſter, Oxford and Briſtol - 
Stage Coaches altogether; the next Morning the 
Ipſwich and Colcheſter ; and the third Morning the 
Portſmouth ; the Bury Coach was their conſtant 


Cuftomer : Their Evening Gem? was generally be- 


tween hamſted, hackney, Bow, Richmond, and 
London, Symſon being a Man that feared nothing. 
This is the Life they led till the beginning of 
April laſt, when they begun to think of putting an 
old Deſign of robbing the Mails in Execution, which 
was conſulted with the Landlord C he adviſ- 
ing them to begin with the Harwich Mail, which 
they did not agree to, by reaſon of its Uncertainty 
of qoming in, and notwithſtanding all that V 
could perſuade em to the contrary, they reſolved to 
rob the Briſtol Mail the 23d of April laſt, which 
they did on the Monday Morn following, for which 
Hawkins and Sympſon were hanged in Chains near 
the Place they did the Fact, and Milſoo, being firſt 
taken, upon his Confeſſion, was admitted an Evi- 
dence againſt them, I 
George Sympſon was about 28 Years of Age, 
born at Putzey in Surry ; his Father was a Wine 
Merchant, and had onee a conſiderable Eſtate, and 
though he was ſometime Mean, yet he was born a 
Gentleman. His Father moving from Surry into 
Bourne in Lincolnſhire, was capable of giving him 
but a little Education, but when he came to Man's 
Eſtate, he turned Bailit}, and aſterwards kept an 
Inn, and was for ſome time Poſt-Maſter ot the 
Ton: But the World Frowning upon him, he 
5 came 
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came to London, and ſerved my Lord Caftlemarny 
and other Gentlemen, in Quality of a Footman * 
but not contented with that Station, he never reſted 
till he hecame acquainted with Fack Hawkizs,which 


was ab at August la, when he firſt commenced 
Collector for the High Roads, 


He had been once before apprehended by Mild, 


upon Suſpicion, but when they were going before a 
Juſtice, the Coachnuan opening the Door on Symp- 
ſon's fide, he Kicked up his Heels, and run away: 
The Coachman not knowing his Paſſengers, ſtopt 
Wild for his Fare, which gave an Opportunity for 
Syripſon to get off, And now as he had given him- 


ſelf up to a looſe way of Life, ſo he gave himſelf to 


looſe Inclinations, and Debaucheries ; which as his 
way of Living provided him with Money, ſo he 
found eaſily looſe and vicious Strumpets to ſpend it 
Upon. | 

He had no ſoon er got to London, but he confulted 
with Hawkins and Wilſon, to rob the Friſtol Mail; 
which they bad not done above a Week, before il 


fon being apprehended ar the Inn by himſelt, where 


they firtt conſulted the Matter: After one or two 
Examinations, impeached Symp/or and Hawkins ; 
upon whole Information, they were taken and coni- 
mitted to Newgate, till the next Seſſions, where 
they both received Sentence of Death, and were 
hang'd in Chains near Stary:, 

Hawkins, at firit, was very much diſturbed at 
the ill Conveniences of the Condemn'd Hole, 
which he was put into aſter Condemnation 5 but 
being forced to ſubmit, . he begged of the Keepers 


to endeavour to prevent ſo much ſwearing ; Which 


was not proper for Men in their Condion to hear. 
And though at firſt, he ſeemed to accuſe the Se- 
verity of his Judgment, yet at length he refigned 
himſelf perfectly to the Will of God, and was very 
eaſy under his Afflictions, ſaying, He would have 
died a Thouſand Deaths, before he would have ta- 
ken away the Blood of a Companion: however, 
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him. | 

Symp/on ſaid, whilti be was a Sheriff's Bailiff, 
he never oppreſſed any ene; nor would he ſuffer 
any Oaths or Debauchery in bis Houſe, when he 
keptan Inn: That he forgave all the World, cven 
Wilſon, who had broken all the Vews of Honour, 
Bud indeed, they both behaved themſelves very 
handſomely, for Perſons under their unhappy Cir- 
cumſtances, having other Miniſters beſide the Or- 
dinary, to conſult with. Taking their Leave of 
Friends over Night, they were conveyed between 
Nine and Ten in the Morning, May 22. 1722. in 
a Cart to Bears; where, aſter begging of the 
Spectators to pray for their Souls, and take warn- 
ing by their End, they deliver'd the following Pa- 
pers to a Fellow Priſoner with them in Newgate : 
And after ſome ſhort Ejaculations, the Cart was 
drawn away. |

n my of a more compleat Thief than Cartouche, who had

| Monſieur Pacome immediately commanded a De- 
tachment of zo Soldiers, and a Serjeant to go along 
with him; Du Cbatelet carried them to a lone Pub- 
lick Houſe, and eaquired for the four Ladies, which 
was the Watch Word for the Day; upon which he 
was admitted up, and 10 Soldiers with him, who 
took him by a Stratagem, without any Reſiſtance,for 
Cartouche being in Bed, and the Serjeant pretending 
Cartouche was not in the Room, gave the Soldiers 
an Opportunity to ſeize him as he lay ſnug under the 
Cloaths, thinking to conceal himſelf ; upon which 
they bound him, and carried him naked, with his 
three Companions and Landlord, to Monſieur Ze 
Blane's, who ordered him to be carried through the 
City, in the ſame Condition, to Priſon. 

Cartouche being taken, his Comrades immediately 
diſperſed, where he remained Priſoner in the Dun- 
geon in the Grand Chatelet, with one Hand tied 
defore, and another behind under a Guard of fix 
Archers ; notwithſtanding he found Means, by the 
Help of his Irons, to beat a Hole in the wall big 
enough to get through, which he did» with another 
along with him; and after ſeveral Difficulties, at 
length made his way into a Boxmaker's Shop, 
where lay a little Dog which diſturbed the whole 
Family, and made 'em call the Guet; in the mean 
time, the Maſter cominy down, with a Sword 1n one 
Hand, and a Candle in the other, ſeeing the two 
Men in his Shop, let g> his Light, and was glad 
to run away in the Dark ; all this while the Dog 
barked, and the Maid wy crying out Thieves above 
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at the Window, till the Guer came, and breaking

this, ſeveral of his Comrades were taken every

I omitted to tell you, when Cartouche was taken, 
there wa, found in his Pocket, a Paſs-port ſigned 
by the Duke of Lorrain, for one Fean Petit, a 
erchant's Son; and being asked how he came by 
it, he ſaid his Name was Jean Petit, and that it 
belonged to him: Notwithitanding his Father and 
Mother confronted him and owned him for their 
very Son Louis Dominique Cartoucbe: Perſiſting 


- Fill in his denying himlelf, faid they were hired to 


take away his Lite, and that he had never ſeen any 
of them before: However, he was convicted of ſe- 


d ven Murders, beſides other Aſſaſſinations upon Per- 
{-ns aſſaulted, who eſcaped with Life. | 


Then his Courage began to fail him, finding him- 
ſelf convicted of ſeveral Capital Crimes, and having 


no Hopes of breaking the Priſon, by reaſon of the 


ſtrict Guard that was kept. over him Day and Night, 
which made him take Poyſon, convey'd to him by 


ſome of kis Companions ; but th:t being diſcover'd 


by Doctors, notwithſtanding he was in a Fever, by 
his frequent Vomitings, upon the adminiſtring pro- 


per Antidotes, the Poylon was expeiled, and he 
cuxed.

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attentively: Bur asking if he ſhould ſend any Books 


time, and told all they knew, but Cartouche did not 


and Perfidiouſneſs of La Magdelene, who had been.

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During his Sickneſs, the Curate of St. Burtholo- 
mews went to ſee him, to whom he ſeemed to liſten 


of Devotion to read in his Abſence : he affirmed, 
That he could neither Read or Write: ſaying, He 
well know, that every Aftion of his was taken No- 
tice of, and carried up to the Magiſtrates, for which 
Reaſon, he looked upon all that came to viſit him to 
be Spies upon his Actions, and therefore, he for- 
bore drinking any quantity of Wine, leſt being o- 
vertaken, he fhould talk too freely, and to his Pre- 
judice. So thanking the Prieſt very kindly for his 
good Offer, he diſmiſſed him, becauſe not being a- 
ble to Read, he could make no uſe of his Books. 
After this, he paſs'd three Examinations: but ſtill 
continued Obſtinate, and would not confeſs nothing, 
notwithſtanding there was ſufficient Proof — 
him. The Judges at length paſſed Sentence upon 
him, upon which, the Parliament ſent an Order for 
his Execution, dated the 26:1: of Now. and the 24th 
in the Morning he was put to the Queſtion. La 
Magde lene and Durand were tortured at the ſame

* Now the manner of his Torture was thus : He 
bad à ſort of Ruff tied about his Neck, which went 
above his Eyes, and was ſo contrived to bold Water. 
They poured Water into this Ruff, by a Pint at a time, 
which he was obliged to ſwallow as faſt as be could, 
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On the 24th of November, about Five in theEven- 
ing, attended by his Confeſſor, who was a Doctor of 
the Sorbonne, Cartoucbe was brought fo the Greve, 
being the Place of Execution ; where Scaffolds were 
- ereted on all Sides, and the Windows were crowd- 
ed with Spectators; where Cartouche coming and ſee- 
ing four Wheels, and two Gibbets, ſurrounded with 
Soldiers of Foot and Horſe, he ſaid, 'Twas a diſmal 
Sight. Ard at length, finding none of his Com- 
rades come to reſcue him, as they had promiſed, he 
made an ample Confeſſion of all his Accomplices, 
dy which many were apprehended. When he had 
received Eleven Blows about his Body, he was ex- 
poſed upon the Wheel till he died, in purſuance of 
his Sentence. for about Half an Hour, till an Archer, 
at the Deſſre of his Confeffor, got under the Scaffold 
and drewa Cord that he had about his Neck, which 
ſtrangled him wirhout any Body perceiving. 

His Body was delivered to the Executioner's Ser- 
vant, with Orders to bury it immediately, bnt he 
carryed it to kis own Houle, and made Show of it 
for a Penny a piece, ſeveral Days, under pretence of 
buying a Coffin, though he ſold his Body afterwards 
to the Surgeon of St. Come, for a Diſſection, where 
ſeveral Painters went, and gave Money for the Li- 
berty of drawing his Picture. 

After this, Ds Cbatelet was pardoned by the King, 
and ordered to be ſet at Liberty: but he fearing to 
be killed by ſome of Cartoucbe's Accomplices, beg- 
ged to be continued in priſon, where he ſhould have 
an Opportunity to repent of his former Sins; and in- 
ſtead of a large penſion that was allowed him, he de- 
fired but Six Pence a Day; which he ſaid, was 
more than he deſerved. L 

A little after, one Balagni, alias Capuchin, alias 
Z' Amoreux was broken on the Wheel, with ſome 
others; and afterwards, one Ferrad was appre- 
hended, and then the Abbot De /» Mo, by notice 
of a Letter which diſcovered him. The tame Day, 
one Darand, who was concerned with this young 
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Man, in receiving his ſtolen Goods, was taken isto 


Cuſtody ; and a few Days after, they were both 
| hanved. The Abbot was not 20 Years old; and he 


confeſſed, that the Company of lewd Women had 
brought him t« that ſhameful End. 


Notwithſtanding all this, the very Night Car- | 


touche was executed, his Accomplices had the Bold- 
neſs to ſummon a general Meeting at the Gate of 
St. Anthony, where they proceeded to the Election 
of a Leader; and made Choice of St Etienne, for- 
merly Lieutenant General to Cartouche ; who there- 
upon aſſign'd every one their reſpecti ve Offices, and 
allotted every one their diſtinct Quarters, And their 


Number continues ſo great even to this Day, that 


there is not a Week paſles, without the Execution 
of Nine and Ten : And yet Robberies and Murders 
are as common in France as ever. * 7

So ſwearing 
upon the Goſpel to be true to one another, they 
proceeded, and, for Privacy, too a Lodging at Ma- 
ping, where they pretended te agree with Adrian 
Van Stocken, to carry them to Scotlave, but in the 
mean time, ſeeing a Norway Matter lodge a Bag of 
100 /. in their Landlord's Hands, who was a Slop- 
ſeller, they brought it off by Night, from the Till, 
wherein it was placed, and came and took Lodg- 
ings about Tut hill. ſtreet, in Weſtminſter. 

But Fonathan Wild offering a Rewari of 20 7. 
to take them for this Fact, they removed to Oxfsrd, 
where Carrick ſeeing Doctor Hosbins in a Coffee 
houſe, whom they had formerly robb'd, and hearing 
him ſay, that he was going to the Vice Chancel- 
lor's, ſuſpected he was known, becauſe he asked 
him feveral Queſtions, as, What Countryman he 
was, and how long he had been in England, &c. 
which made them remove their Quarters to Coves. 
try, either to go to Ireland. or come up to Lon- 
don, as they ſhould judge moſt proper. Where 
Carrol ſeem'd pofitively bent upon leaving off theſe 
evil Courſes, and returning to Ireland; but Mol. 
boni and Carrick over-ruled it; and fo they all 
three came up to London, where the daily Inſtances 
of the Seizures of Highwaymen, and the conſtantly 
hanging them, ſo diſcouraged them, that they 
thought of a new way of making Attempts on Foot 
in the publick Streets; to do which, they made it 
their Buſineſs to get acquainted with Perſons of 
Wuality's Servants that attended at Whrte-hall, St. 
James the Smyrna d' O yadar, and other Cho- 
colate Houles ; and having learnt of them, _

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their Maſters generally ſpent the Evening, and to 
what Place they were deſigned, after it was fo ſpent, 
they lay in wait for them; ſo that by this and ſuch.

If they ſtopp'd any one in a Chair, two of them 
uſually ſtopped the Men that carricd it, and the 


third robbed the Gentleman; and if in a Coach 


only with one Servant behind it; one was ordered 
to each Side of the Coach, „ith an Eye to the 
Footman, and the other to ſtop the Driver. Thus 


they robbed a Scorch Gentleman, whom they had 


obſery'd to have receiv'd a Sum of Money, in Gold, 
from a Banker neat Hungerford Market ; and after 
that, a Lady in a Chair, within three or four 
Doors of her own Houſe, in Park Place, in ker re- 
turn from viſiting the Counteſs of Walfingbam in 
St. James's Palace, from whom they took a Purſe

Gaming: Tables in and about the Little Piazza, |

they took Notice of a Frenchmau of Quality, ho 
lodged at a Houſe on the pav'd Stones in St. Mar- 
tin Lane, and had ſtripped moſt of the Adventur- } 
er's at Hazard; whereupon they followed him about 
one in the Morning, till he came to the Corner of 
Bedfordbury, where ſtopping the Chair, they made} 
the Men turn two or three Yards down a Bye-Alley 
and then they robbed him of 230 Pieces of Gold, 
his Watch, Ring, Gold headed Cane, and Sword, 
and then took to their Heels, and made their Eſcape |

Thus being all of them put into a Condition of 
living happy, till at laſt Cards, Dice, and ill Women, 
reduced them into their primitive Condition, it made 
them conſult once more how to retrieve their Loſſes; 
when at a meeting at the Roſe Tavern the Cot ner 
of Bridges/treet, after having followed two Gentle-

men in their Chairs in vain, into Taviſſocłſtreet, 
they agreed to meet there the Night following 5

very young to leave his native Country, and go in, 
to the Service in Spain, where he indulged himſelf 
in all the Extravagancies of the Country, rioting in 
Wantonneſs and Debauchery ; which the Gaiety N

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his Temper, and the Viciouſneſs of his Inclinations 
naturally led him into. Being reduced, after the 
Concluſion of the Peace, he came to England, where

length But] r being taken along with one Nodes, an 
Upholſterer's Son near Fleet dieb, in a Robbery near 
Holloway, he endeavoured to make himſelf an Evi- 
dence againſt Carrick ; which not being accepted of, 
becauſe Butler was an Offender, - Carrick became 
an Evidence againſt him, aed hanged both Butler 
and Nodes in the Year 1716, as aforeſaid. 
His Friends hearing of his way of Living, and 
what Troubles he had brought himſelf into, by ſuch 
ill Courſes, entreated him in ſeveral Letters to return 
home; and his Elder Brother was fo kind as to pro- 
miſe to meet him, and conduct him ſafe to Dablin, 
where he faid would procure him a Place: But 
he having taſted too much of the Pleaſures of the 
Town, could not think of leaving a looſe and de- 
bauched 
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bauched Lite, for the true Felicity of a retired an 
ſolitary one; and fo, notwithflanding all Perſuaſi- 
ons, continued in and about London, committing ma-

During the time that he lay under Condemna- 
tion, he ſurprized thoſe that ſaw him, or talked 
with him, by the Gaiety of his Behaviour, and the 
Unconcernedneſs of all Afflictions: Notwithſtand- 
ing, all Priſoners live in the Condemned Hole, very 
miſerable indeed; whoſe Sighs are their chief Air, 
and Rattling of Chains their Muſick, the Deſtruc- 
tion of Vermin their only Buſineſs, and Death 
every Day their ſole Expectation : Where an inſult- 
ing Turnkey, with the grim Aſpect of his Counte- 
nance, makes them tremble with more Fear, than 
if they were going to be hanged ; though the inſule- 
ing Bravado has forgot it was his own Con- 
dition once; and in the height of his domineering, 
need no Screw to his ill favoured Face to form an 
ugly Frown, or a terrible Look, becauſe it is im- 


poſſible he ſhould look otherwiſe; which ſo dejects 


the Spirits of the miſerable impriſoned Slaves, that 
they have a full Epitome of Hell before them : 
This, one would think, ſhould eaſily affright them 
to Repentance; although it happens quite contrary, 
for it often times hardens them in their .

At the Place of Execution, he laughed and ſmil- 
led upon all he there knew, giving himſelf a ſort of 
a genteel Air in fixing the Rope about his Neck, 
and laugking and gigling all the while the Rev. 
Mr. Purney was at Prayers; deſpiſing ſo much the 
ſinging of the Pſalm that is uſual upon ſuch Oc- 
caſions, that he could ſcarce be obſerved to chant 
it without any Melody; and as he conſtantly took | 
Snuff during the Prayers of the Chapel, and be- 
haved himſelf not ſo reverently as it could be deiir'd þ 
for a Man in his Circumſtances ; ſo even at the fatal 
Tree, he had continually ſome ridiculous Geſter, or 
other, to ama ze the Spectators, rather than to beg
